For 
he is a shy, studious man who 
docs not like the limelight. - 

However if his manner is 
quiet in a determined sort of 
way he has very clear ideas of 
what he wants to do, 

For example some observers 
have said that GEC is too 
heavily involved in the domestic 
appliances business.

A source of weakness? Cer- 
tainly not in Arnold Lindlcy‘'s 
view, He has no intention of 
changing that pattern, 

“Heavy clectrical-engineering 
may be the glamour end of our 
business,” he told me today,

the future.”

And he explained: “If you 
take a long-term look at public 
demand, it is commonsense to 
expect it to be aimed at getting 
rid of as many household chores 
ag possible.

“One of the things we are 
going to do in the next few

Choice of programme is al- 
ways a subject on which very 
divergent views are held, and’ 
one can usually only express a 
personal opinion, but for my 
taste, the Vitell Chaconne wus 
a sound enough choice. for an 
opening number — except that 
we do hear it very often. 

The main work of the even- 
ing was the Mozart Concerto 
in G major, K.216—the accom- 
paniment for orchesira having 
been ‘reduced’ by some ar- 
ranger for piano.

The Chausson Pocme was very 
popular with the audience and 
indeed {t was beautifully played. 
But it fs a-rather” long-winded 
piece of music which seems to 
say very little. 

The Paganinl Caprice No, 2 Is 
not one of the composcr's better 
known caprices and, of the 24, 
it is not by any means one of 
the best. 

The Glicre Romanza appeared
